sent Me.” So that Christian unity is not a subject for which we need to 
apologise. Rather i8 it a matter of primary importance if only because of the 
place it had in the prayer and thought of our Lord Himself. With this in 
view let us face again the sorrowful fact of the divided state of Christendom, 
and ask ourselves what, in relation to unity, is the present duty of every 
evangelical believer? The Eastern, the Roman and the Protestant Churches 
represent the three great divisions among the Christians of the world, each 
comprising nominally, say, one hundred million members. The question arises 
immediately : is it our duty to seek to promote the union of all three into one 
great and uniform Ecclesiastical Organisation ? The thought is not unnatural. 
For we Protestants gladly recognise that in matters of belief all three Churches 
occupy vast tracts of common ground. Roman and Greek Churchmen believe 
in God. So do we. We therefore bear a common witness against all forms 
of Atheism, Agnosticism, so-called “ Rationalism,” and unbelief generally. Like 
ourselves, they are Trinitarian, and they believe in God as revealed by His Son 
our Lord Jesus Christ. They and we bear a common witness in confronting 
the great non-Christian religions, Mohammedanism, Hinduism, Buddhism and 
the rest. They believe as we do in the Lord Jesus Christ as Redeemer, and 
in the Holy Spirit’s presence and work of convicting the world and sanctifying 
believers unto everlasting life. In short, the greatest truths of our religion are 
common property. Then why remain apart? Can we Protestants not begin by 
contriving to sink our differences with Rome—especially in yiew of the anti-God 
spirit now abroad—and so present a united front to the world we seek to 
win for Christ? There are those in Britain to-day who would unhesitatingly 
answer that question in the affirmative. They have already repudiated the name 
of Protestant, They have introduced all the distinctively Romish doctrines and 
practices, and are earnestly seeking thus to pave the way for reunion of the Anglican 
and Roman Churches. Now in view of our Lord’s prayer for the unity of all 
believers, who are right, they or we? It is a reasonable question, but in order to 
answer it it would be well to remember the teaching of Scripture, on the subject 
of Unity. Scriptural Unity doesnot necessarily involve outward union, still less 
uniformity. 
The idea that in apostolic days all the churches, Antioch and Jerusalem, Galatia 

and Corinth, Ephesus and Philippi, and so on, were united under the bishopric of 
Peter at Rome, is a pure fiction. That is not the unity of the New Testament. There 
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we read of the unity of the Spirit, the unity 
of the faith and of the knowledge of the 
Son of God. The picture in Revelation |. 
of the Church is not of one candlestick 
with seven branches, but of seven candle- 
sticks and the Son of God in the midst 
of them. It is His spiritual presence 
that makes the unity. How different they 
were externally may be judged by the 
letters to the seven Churches, or by a 
study of the Pauline Epistles. 

Their only unity is that of the unseen 
and spiritual order. There was not any- 
thing of outward liturgic and ecclesias- 
tical uniformity. Search and see. 

Now it is well to keep these facts in 
mind when discussing this question. For 
much harm has been done by confound- 
ing Church union and uniformity with 
the unity of the Spirit. 

Attempts to enforce union and external 
uniformity have led to the iniquities of 
the Inquisition, the fires ‘of Smithfield, 
and the whole hideous story of Romish 

tions directed against the Albi- 
> genses, the Waldenses, the Dutch Church 
and others. In the English Church it was 
that same error led to “the killing times” 
in Scotland in the days of the Covenanters, 
and this Papal idea still lives, though 
perforce in abeyance, that obedience to 
the central authority at Rome is the will 
of God, and that it should be ruthlessly 
enforced if it cannot be won by persuasion. 
The sentence, “ Compel them to come in 
that my house may be filled,”’ apparently 
justihes anything. Afity union of Evan- 
gelicals with an unreformed Church of 
Rome would be a hollow sham, and 
would be utterly opposed to the idea and 
the interests of Scriptural unity. 

For we dare not be untrue to the 
revealed Word of God. That is our final 
authority and professedly it is theirs also. 
We dare not disguise from ourselves that 
in many important respects Rome has 
widely departed in her teaching and 
practices from those of the Word of 
God. To name.a few, think only of her

Transubstantiation, the seven Sacraments, 
ces, Relics, Tradition, 
Immaculate Conception, 
Papal Supremacy, and the Universal 
Episcopate of the Pope. In view of 
these errors it is our duty to come out and 
be separate. “Schism” here ig com- 
manded, and to call it a “sin” is to play 
with words. We must bear our positive 
witness-——our protest in the trye sense of 
that word—on behalf of the truth, and 
pray that eyes that are blinded to the 
clear teachings of the inspired Word of 
God may be opened, and so the way of 
real unity the way of the Lord — 
And unhappily what we say of Rome is 
very. largely true of the Eastern—includ- 
ing the Greek and Russian-——Churches. 
Honeycombed as they are with supersti- 
tion, countenancing and encouraging the | 
worship of sacred pictures (ikons) and 
saints, and holding a doctrine akin to 
Transubstantiation, how could we seek 
union with such and yet retain any respect 
for what is far more important than 
Church union—the Truth as it is in Jesus ? 
To unite with Rome or the Eastern 
Churches would be for Evangelicals a 
sort of mental, moral and spiritual suicide. 
We do not doubt that in spite of their 


superstitions all these Churches have pro- 


duced their genuine saints and 

and to-day our sympathy goes out to all 
who are being persecuted for their faith, 
whether Russian Baptist or Orthodox or 
Romanist, or for that matter Jew or 
Moslem—for all have suffered in these 
last days, and all persecution whatever is 
utterly wrong in principle, ineffective in 
achievement, and degrading to the perse- 
cutors to the last degree. 

(ii), We turn to another aspect of the 
question and look at our own country 
where talk of Church union and reunion 
is in the air, and where for eighty-seven 
years the World's Evangelical Alliance has 
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played a leading part in furthering true 


Christian unity by bringing Christians of 
all Churches together in prayer and co- 


operation for the work 


and the common good. In such gather- 
ings believers have biessedly realised 
before God the common needs and duties, 
interests and privileges of those who are 
“ali one in Christ jesus.” 

Of recent years great unions have taken 
place among the Presbyterians of Scotland 
and the English Methodists. These were 
natural and inevitable, old causes of dis- 

having long since passed away. 
To-day there is talk of further union 
among Baptists, Congregationalists and 
Presbyterians. It is not our place here 
to express any opinion, but rather to pray 
that all parties may be Divinely led to 
right issues. Among reasons put forward 
on behalf of such unions are : prevention 
of overlapping ; the ending of denomi- 
national rivalries ; the desirability of pre- 
senting a united front to the world without; 
co-operation in world evangelisation by 
united missior work at home and abroad, 
and so on, 


But one remark may be permitted : 
why cannot all these desirable things 
take place at once, without waiting for 
union? Indeed, thank God, they are 
taking place. More and more the Free 
Churches are ing one another's 
“parishes"’ and not needlessly multi- 
plying agencies. In conferences, con- 
ventions and councils they do present 
that united front, and they are already 
co-operating to an ever-increasing extent 
at home and abroad. As todenominational 
rivalry—that is a sin wherever found— 
and sin is not to be cured by joint 
committees or schemes of union, but 
only by a quickened conscience and a 
deepened spiritual life. And this is the 
work of the Holy Spirit of God. It is 
He Who makes us ali one in Christ. All 
the people of God are baptised into one 
Spirit. And that one uniting Spirit 
dwelling in all believers makes their 


the Spirit. 
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witness effective. “Ye shall receive 
power after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you.” In times of revival denomi- 
national differences are lost to sight. 
When the tide of ocean comes flooding 
in it unites all the little separate pools on 
the seashore. We need to-day the flood- 
tide of the Spirit. Then in the unity of 
the Spirit there will be that blessed unity 
of experience, unity of purpose and unity 
of heart that release the mighty energies 
of the Gospel, as at Pentecost, unto the 
salvation of multitudes. 


Let us in closing indicate briefly some 


ways in which the unity of the Spirit is 


made manifest. It involves first : 

(1) Unity in a common experience. 

(a) Of meed. We are sinners, we need 
to be saved from sin. We belong to a 
lost world, We need to be found of 
Him, This conviction is the work of 
He gives us the sense of the 
awfulness of sin, its power, its peril, its 
defilement and its shame from all of 
which we are unable to deliver ourselves. 


(b) Of deliverance. It is by the same 
Spirit we have the blessed experience of 
“the common salvation.” We are born 
again, born of the Spirit. It is the Spirit 
who applies the saving truths of the 
Gospel to our hearts, and we join with 
ali saints in the songs of the redeemed 
which are all one song.

Newman's apology is fascinating enough as 
a work of art and should be read; but it is 
a history of Newman's opinions and meutal 
changes more than of the Movement itself, 
and it needs to be Bu ted from other 
sources. The late Mr. Walsh's book, 
though within its limits it gives a not in- 


accurate estimate of the Movement, and 


though its statements and quotations have 
never been seriously chal , is open to 
the same objection as that of Dean Church : 
it is biassed, though in a contrary direction. 
The writer sees one aspect of the matter so 
clearly that he some others. It is, 
however, of real value and furnishes an 
excellent supplement to Dean Church's 
account of the Movement.

modern Europe. For the first fifteen years 
the Napoleonic wars were ravaging the 
Continent and would have ravaged Enyland 
if Napoleon could have had command of the 
Channel for twenty-four hours. Then came 
the overthrow of Napoleon, and with post- 
war reconstruction, the carrying out in every 
direction of reforms which had been too 
long delayed. There came, moreover, a 
widespread revival of interest in religion 
over the ter part of Western Europe, 
and of this the Oxford Movement must be 
regarded as a phase. Questions concerning 
authority in religion, and especially of the 
authority and the nature of the Church, 
were agitating men’s minds everywhere, 
and to some of these questions the Tract- 
arians sought to find an answer. It is a 
tragedy that they found it in the narrowest 
and most reactionary view of the Church, 
and that they sought for their ideals in the 
middle ages with which they had only the 
most imperfect and partial acquaintance. In 
the chaos and confusion of conflicting 
opinions, and not least of his own, Newman 
imagined for himself an ideal middle way, 
not Roman, still less Protestant, and certainly 
not Erastian; but insular and Anglican ; 
and he regarded the Church of England as 
capable of r ting this. His difficulty 
was that the Church of England as he knew 
it was such along way from his ideal. Her 
Bishops, and even her High Church theolog- 
jians, were incurably Protestant and had 
little objection to the State conduct of Church 
Reform. He must obviously look elsewhere

There was an overflowing enthusiasm and 
the event had a fairly ‘‘ good press.” 


The internal life of our Churches changed, 
however, very little for the better and in some 
cases it changed for the wors®. Our Pro- 
testant community, that weighed very little 
till then in public matters, begun to count 
something for the new development of the 
country. The interests demanding attention 
from our people (especially from the men, at 
times also from the women) multiplied and 
centred outside the Church’s life. This — 
meant lack of concentration in strictly 
religious work. It is true that many of us 
refrained from answering pressing calls to 
act in public life. But the trend of things 
could not be changed because it was only 
too natural.

Both for work inside and outside the 
Churches, the new times demand Christians 
of solid faith, intense spirituality, fervent 
prayer, and a better intellectual equipment 
than that possessed by their colleagues in 
years past. Even in the least important 
villages there are, or there will be soon, 
persons who have entered into an exacting 
study of religous problems. The literature 
in Spanish, mainly translated, presenting 


Christianity, or religion, from an intellectual 


standpoint, increasts every day, and much 
of it is opposed to the faith. This is a time 
for an apologetical work that will not offer 
apologies for believing, but, while helping 
with a better information and _ sensible 
reasonings to those who doubt or deny, will 
be happy simply to affirm rotundly the 
great positions of the faith in that field 
where faith itself is the only possible 
evidence of things not seen. Christian 
workers not willing to grow with the 
growing exigencies of these days, will find 
themselves more and more handicapped as 
time passes. But, thank God, simple faith 
and ful testimony will always have 
force with many, and even those workers 
more gifted and better prepared cannot 
dispense with these primary means. One of 
the features of the coming period will be 
a greater variety of forms of work open 
to us. 


There is, for instance, an immense 
opportunity for Sunday School work. It is 
very easy to gather children on Sunday for 
a bright and cheerful teaching of the Gospel 
faith, And this work is especially needed 
just now when pupils in the National Schools 
will be taught nothing about religion. 


Gifted Christian women can serve to much 


advantage in this kind of work. 

As we write, the ‘Bill of Religious 
Confessions and Congregations” is being 
discussed in Parliament. We can now 
predict that, while the Churches will be 
separated from the State, the public power 
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militated in many cases against the efforts 
to bring people to a decision for Christ and 
His Gospel. People were and are ready to 
hear the ioe} to study religion and 
religious ; but they are a priori 
averse new Church now that 
they feel free from the traditions!

available information before us we wonder 
whether the demand for unification, which 
appears to-come from a Nazi - Lutheran 
quarter, and the proposals for carrying it out 
are g to help the liberty of the individual 
or the spiritual power of Protestantism. We 
learn from a correspondent that in the sant

Politics have had a very unhappy 
and dangerous influence in the Churches and 
congregations.
